Overdoing the Asylum Business 

The Immigration into (his country 
in 1890 was about 491,000. There 
was an Increase in the number of Ital- 
ians, Hungarians, Itusiians, Poles, Bo- 
hemians and Austrian*, and a falling 
off of English, 8cotch, Irish, Nether- 
land and Swiss. The change is not a 
favorable one for Democratic institu- 
tions, and, together with the size of 
the total, must lead us all to ask, more 
anxiously than ever, whether we are 
not undertaking a greater burden than 
we can safely carry, arc not admitting 
a greater amount of unpromising ma- 
terial than we can easily assimilate. 

The late Henry Ward Boecher once 
remarked, in speaking ot this ques- 
tion, that when a lion oats an ox 
ox becomes lion and not the lion 
But it has been equally well answered 
(by the Rev. Josiah Strong, of Cincin- 
nati), thai the lion is guided by an un- 
erring instinct when to eat ox and 
when not to. The lion does not eat 
the whole ox as it comes, hide, horns 
and hoofs, and mereover he will prob- 
ably go a good deal out of his way to 
get an ox instead of putting up with 
weasels and wood-chucks, or what- 
ever may be the corresponding ani 
mal in his district. Immigration intc 
this country is not governed by an ap- 
petite of ours. "The lion, without be- 
ing consulted as to time, quantity and 
quality, is haviug the food thrust 
down his throat, and his only alterna- 
tive is to digeit or die." The lion has 
begun to grumble a little about his 
board «nd has mado the pauper Im- 
migration law, and the contract labor 
law, and the law excluding the Chi- 
nese, but it now becomes a questic 
whether ho docs not need a further 
reformation of his diet. 

It will undoubtedly seem somewhat 
churlish and somewhat presumptuous 
or us to say that we will pick and 
choose who shall come into this great 
country and who shall not, and will 
admit only the best. But after all it 
is only the right to repel invasiou. In 
the good old days our Anglo-Saxon 
ancestors had a cheerful way of exter- 
minating any neighbors or visitors 
whom they did not take a fancy to. 
The treatment was a little severe, but 
it was very effectual, and it may be 
questioned whether oven so cruel a 
method as that has not been justified 
it has led to a large part of the earth 
being peopled by a stronger, braver 
and happier race than would other- 
wise have been produced. 

It is felt by many th&J '« Ameri- 
ca's uiisaiou Jo be the uuftM and the 
asylum of the poor and the oppressed 
of all races. But America has a 
higher mission than that. The world 
wants something more of us than a 
sort of exalted poor-farm 



FARM AND GARDEN. 

The time Is passed when farmers 
ran raise good fruit without taking 
some measures to fight the Insect dep- 
redations and fungous diseases thai 
are so prevalent.

Soil is seldom made too rich for 
strawberries, and probably the whole 
secret la proper stimulation and re- 
striction. High feeling and restric- 
tion, by cutting off all but a few of the 
runners, are sure to produce a good 
crop of berries. 

Whoever has control of a spring of 
fresh water should obtain a few 
cress plants and set iu the water-way 
from the spring. Place a stoi 
over the roots to prevent their getting 
carried away by the running water. 
It is useless to plant where ducks or 
geese are frequenter* of the place. 
"The great trouble," says some one, 
s that most farmers have too many 
irons in the fire." 
Many neglected apple orchards shaw 
row of sap sprouts from the truuk, 
often extending one or two I 
the body of the tree where roots have 
been torn by the plow or cultivator. 
It is hardly necessary to say that such 
:rees can not be productive of fruit 
until this unnecessary drain 
vitality of the tree is removed. 

The first thing to do in invigora- 
ting a worn out orchard is to enrich 
the ground by top-dressing the whole

Let this 
manure be finely broken up so as to 
be evenly spread and not left in lumps.
